Among the latter, however, 
areeome eho donot relish the idea of 
being brought into personal contact 
with "uncle."

that the pawnbroker's agent exists. 
She goes several times a day to the 
pawnshop with articles belonging to 
the basli ful ones, for whom sJic gets 
the highest sum procurable on the 
items pledger]. 

For her services she receives a per- 
centage on the amount obtained, 
ranging from a halfpenny in the shil- 
ling, but her commission seldom 
couks to more than twopence on a 
single transaction.

When a bird becomes frosted 
on the comb ( frozen comb), the 
best remedy is to keep it in sotm 
place where the wind cannot 
reach it. Fanciers protect such 
tall comb breeds as Leghorns by 
plicirg choice specimens in a 
barrel at night, having a block of 
wood in a barrel for a roost. 
The first thing to do is to swab 
the injured comb with glicerine. 
The next day the comb should 
be anointed with an ointment 
composed of equal parts of ich- 
thyol and lanolyne, which should 
be repeated every day. Healing 
is a slow process, and only relief 
from pain can be afforded, as the 
comb may slough oft entirely. 
It is an advantage to keep a fowl 
which has been frosted and 
healed, as it will be less liable to 
be injured the succeeding win- 
ter.

HAWAirS OLDEST WOMAN. 

Kepoolcle Apua Recently Died at the 
Age of 127 Years. 

There died at Honolulu recently 
a woman of the age of 127 years. The 
figures have been verified by l'rof. 
Alexander, the historian; A. T. At- 
kinson, superintendent of census, and 
Mrs. E. M. Nakuina, a Hawaiian lady 
of high cultivation, both in English 
and her own language. The follow- 
ing account of a visit to the old woman 
three years ago was pre] 
Nakuina, and is vised ' 
ander: 

"On entering the house wc found 
her sitting on the floor. She was at- 
tended by two women, one of whom 
was. the wife of a grandson. She was 
very deaf and could not see clearly, 
though when I presented a dollar for 
her she held out. her hand for it and 
placed it in her pocket This was at 
the close of the interview, but I mm 
hoc it uowlophow what the old lady** 
facilities were. 

Prof. Alexander, after some pre- 
liminary remarks, in order not to 
alarm the old lady, suggested a num- 
ber of historical qufstiODt which Here 
by myself, From these welcomed 
that she well remembered the aboli- 
tion of idolatry and the war in that 
connection. She stated that she was 
a married woman and nn attendant of 
Kapiolahi t., when that queen de- 
scended into the crater of the Kjl- 
nuea volcano and broke the tabu 
against women being in that locality. 
The old lady said that in consequence 
of this momentous event her own 
name was changed by her people from 
Kepoolele to Apau. 

'•The old lady said that she remem- 
bered Kcoua being killed at Kwai- 
hae. This occurred in 1791, and if 
described in Alexander's "History of 
the Hawaiian People." 

"Becoming interested in the sub- 
ject of old events, the aged woman 
volunteered the information that she 
remembered tne digging of the well 
in Kan by Kamchameha I., and that 
she wa ; a child at the lime, running 
about like a child of six or seven. This 
event occurred in 1781 and is de- 
scribed in Pomander's history, 

"I followed up another method of 
investigation, inquiring how many 
children she had. tracing their de- 
scendants. This I was enabled to do 
to the fifth generation. Allowing the 
ordinary .'JD years for a generation 
would give 1*20 years, and we cun 
easily allow for the fifth enough to 
bring her out at the age she claims by 
an entirelv different method. We 
were satisfied that the old lady had 
spoken the truth. 

'■What a curious link with the past 
she is. She must have been a little 
toddling child when Capt. Cook came 
to the islands. She saw the mon- 
archy of Hawaii consolidated and she 
saw it fall. She remained u monu- 
ment to the put." 

The following nun be accepted as 
the history of Kepoolele Apua: - 

She was- bom at Keahialaka, Puna, 
Hawaii, uid was about six \ ears old in 
1781. The name Kepoolele was that 
of a high chief of the time. Thi* 
chief (alii) was accused of causing 
deaths by sorcery and petition was. 
made to the king to have his head cut 
off. as he was considered an extreme- 
ly dangerous person. Hence i he name 
Kepoolele (the dissevered In ad). The 
name Apua means "You will be eaten 
up," which was the almost universal 
threat or prophecy when Kapiolani 
placed the women of Hawaii on aMfj 
with nun by visiting the sacred pre- 
cincts of Pole, the fire sodde.-s. Atthe 
time this old woman received this sec- 
ond name she was full grown. — St. 
Louii 0fcbe*Dcmocrat.
